a work that is growing by leaps and
bounds, and lbecoming an Iimportant;
factor in the community.

Pharmacy students will be filling
prescriptions, and the dental infirm-
ary and the dental laboratories will
ail be in operation. Every member of
the faculty will be present at his post

In the small private laboratories re-
served for members of the teaching
staff special technical demonstrations
will be given for the benefit of visit-
ing physicians who ma¥ be interested
in seeing some of the latest work In
medical research. All the other labo-
| ratories and class-rooms will be freely
open to the public, who will be cor-
dially invited to make in-
spection of everything in the place,
and., if they desire i, to examine
speckmens under the microscope or
otherwise interest themselves in any
part of the equipment that may at-
tract them. Members of the faculty
will be on hand to answer questions
and make such explanations as may be
necessary. A corps of students wmi
also be assigned to the task of guid-
ing the visitors through the bullding.
Some of the departments will issue
novel souvenirs lllustrating their spe-
ctal work. No effort whatever will
te made to do either more or less
than is usual in any branch, the ob-
ject of the whole demonsiration being
to exhibit what is actually dome In
the coliege from day to day throughout
the year. There will be no
flourishes srranged for the occasion,
and the students will be as industri-
ously at work as if their graduatiom
depended on the night's labors.
